The 
civilian said then he was from 
New York City. 
Last night, after extended quest­ 
ioning by U. S. intelligence offi­ 
cers, the Army command in Ber­ 
lin said Hopins now claimed to be 
JKlaus Frederick Glaubitz,

ear-old German national who had 
been in Soviet hands since 1947.

Communist Agitators

ISTANBUL 
(if) — Violent 
anti- 
Greek riots have swept ov.er Is­ 
tanbul and Izmir, Turkey’s larg­ 
est cities, causing millions of dol­ 
lars worth of property dam age. 
The government imposed m ar­ 
tial law on both cities last night 
after a four-hour wave of de­ 
struction and yet uncounted c a s­ 
ualties. It was able to lift th© 
state of siege today, however. 
A communique issued in Ankara, 
the capital, said Istanbul and all 
of Turkey were

It w'as the first outbreak here 
stemming from the dispute over 
the future of the strategic island 
of Cyprus, the British crown col­ 
ony in the Mediterranean which 
once belonged to Turkey.

mander rather than to any concept of na­ 
tionality. It was in the 17th century that 
the concept evolved of the conqueror as 
the custodian for prisoners of war. In time, 
the philosophy developed that military pris­ 
oners were not guilty of crimes against the 
opposing states. 
Sir Charles Oman, in his “A History of i 
the Art of War in the Middle Ages,” makes 
the point: . 
“For the combatants had no national or 
religious hatred for each other, and gener­ 
ally not even personal hatred. . .But t h e 
men-at-arms, of each host had probably 
served half a dozen times side by side with I 
their enemies of the moment, since t h e 
bands were always passing into the pay of 
new employers. . .And even if this were 
not the case, all mercenaries were more 
or less brothers in arms, and despised the 
tyrant or the bourgeoisie which paid them. I 
Moreover, a prisoner was worth to his cap­ 
tor not only the value of his horse and ar­ 
mour, but also a ransom, while a d e a d 
man could pay nothing. . 
Thus war became increasingly humaniz­ 
ed because a live soldier was worth more 
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UNINSURED LOSSES 
FEDERAL government will spend up to 
$100 
million 
in 
the hurricane stricken 
states repairing public facilities, clearing 
away debris and extending other aid. Fed­ 
eral tax laws also will give relief by allow­ 
ing tax deductions for losses not covered 
by insurance to be spread over several 
years, helping the victim to regain some 
of his losses by lessening his tax pay­ 
ments. 
Regardless of all relief programs, how­ 
ever, flood losses are the heaviest blow of 
all because there is little if any insurance 
available. The losses are confined to a 
small fraction of the country, the prospect 
of flood losses for the majority of property 
owners is remote and there is no way to 
spread the risk premiums around as in the 
case of fire, theft and other insurable haz­ 
ards. 
Property flood losses are often total and than a dead soldier. Total war, as it devel­ 
oped in World War II, however, calls for 
generally large, and premiums for insur­ 
ance in the areas of greatest risk would be 
gigantic. 
With current losses in the northeastern 
states estimated at several billions, some 
sort of risk coverage might be devised af­ 
ter a study. The insurance would need gov­ 
ernment help. In view of the fact that this 
flood may cost the government $100 mil­ 
lion directly and many other millions in 
tax losses, a properly organized flood in­ 
surance program might not only be eco­ 
nomical but it certainly would help thou­ 
sands of citizens who now lose their prop­ 
erty in floods without recourse.

IT’S THE “natural look” for style-con­ 
scious men this fall. That’s what the na­ 
tion’s tailors call the fall fashions for men 
that they are displaying in all the f i n e r 
stores. Fashion experts experimented last 
year and discovered it was exactly what 
the well-clad male wanted. 
Gone are the excessive padding, drapes 
and pleats. And trousers are narrower at 
knee and cuff. The new suits are shaped 
to the man rather than hiding the man in 
the suit. This all contributes to the “nat­ 
ural look.”

Much color is featured in cloth­ 
ing that is “proper” to wear at the office 
and club. Tweeds are very much in evi­ 
dence as well as bright checks and plaids, 
many in startling

ion experts have simply come around with 
the style of clothing most men have wanted 
all the time but have had a difficult time 
finding anywhere. 


the complete destruction of the enemy — 
not only of his soldiers but of the whole 
population including women, children and 
old people. Therefore it does not pay to 
keep prisoners alive or even well. Further­ 
more, the complication of war for ideas 
engendered a fierce fanaticism. 
When countries fought over a boundary 
; line, the rulers could have their tongues 
in their cheeks; maybe a marriage would 
eliminate the boundary more effectively 
than a war. But when men fight o v e r 
ideas, they only too often reach the con­ 
clusion that all dissenters must die. 
Ir> the Report on Prisoners of War,^ the 
Secretary of Defense’s Advisory Commit­ 
tee rightly points to Communist Chinese 
barbarism. The Death Marches astound 
them. The Report says: 
“So the journeys to the prison camps 
were ‘death marches.’ Especially in t h e 
winter of 1950-1951 when the trails w e r e 
knee-deep in snow and polar winds flogged 
the toiling column. On one of t h e s e 
marches, 700 men were headed north. Be­ 
fore the camp was reached, 500 men had 
perished.” 
But that was the clear intent. It was that 
the men should die, without being killed 
conventionally, so that the cost of upkeep 
should be reduced. I knew intimately Chi­ 
nese wars from 1918 to 1931 but never saw 
a prison camp. It was tough enough pay­ 
ing and feeding the soldiers; who had the 
money to feed prisoners? And so the Re­ 
port says that the prison “camps varied 
from bad to worse.” 
The greatest crime of all was the use of 
the prison camps to corrupt the minds and 
spirits of the prisoners. In this work, the 
Chinese 
Communists were assisted by 
Americans, called “Progressives.”

I have cited innum erable 
diseases—heart

or m ade worse by stress. Diarrhea 
is another. 
W hile diarrhea usually is a t­ 
tributed to som e in fection or 
food w hich does not agree with 
you, there is such a thing as 
nervous diarrhea. 
Facer cmd Worry 
Proper functioning of your in­ 
testin al tract depends upon your 
nervous system . Fear, worry, anx­ 
iety—these all produce excess ac­ 
tivity of the gastro-colic reflex 
and increased action in the in ­ 
testines. Ordinarily, th is condi­ 
tion lasts only a short tim e, but 
In som e instances, especially in 
anxiety neuroses, it m ay continue 
for a long period. 
Frequently this anxiety pre­ 
vents your food from being di­ 
gested properly and your, bowels 
function after every m eal. Your 
diet w on’t affect the condition 
m uch, but you should avoid hot 
drinks.

HOME 
LIGHTING 
specialists 
are available to advise on the need 
for general overall lighting, decor 
lighting, proper installation of fix­ 
tures, requirem ents, switches, fit­ 
tings and costs. 
Proper lighting in a living room, 
dining room and bedroom should 
include a ceiling fixture, valance 
and cornice lighting and perhaps 
wall bracket fixtures as well 
as 
portable lighting, say the experts. 
Off-center lighting brings ade­ 
quate

Do It Yourself 
Plant Boxes Important 
in Design of New Homes

Planting boxes play an im por­ 
tant part in the design of con­ 
tem porary homes. They are used 
in many ways to contribute an 
ornam ental touch to the often 
severe lines of functional archi­ 
tecture. 
In constructing, all such boxes 
the needs of the plants to be 
grown in them should be con­ 
sidered. They should be sturdy, 
because the soil which they m ust 
hold is heavy. The m aterial of 
which they are made must be 
capable of withstanding constant 
moisture. Most im portant of all 
is that they provide quick drain­ 
age for excess w ater which will 
come from rain and the garden 
hose. 
Window boxes, 
which have 
been widely used for the last 
century in Europe and this coun­ 
try provide experience, both in 
constructing the container and 
in selecting the plants to be 
grown. 
Window box plants can be 
grown satisfactorily in a box at 
least IO inches wicle and 8 inches 
deep, with its length to fit the 
space alloted. A box of these 
dimensions is large enough to 
hold the roots of annual flowers, 
and small foliage plants. If larg­ 
er subjects are to be grown, 
proportionately larger root space 
should be provided. 
Concrete and m etal boxes are 
satisfactory; but the do-it-your­ 
self hobbiest can easily build 
them of wood. White pine or 


cypress are preferred because of 
their moisture resistant quali­ 
ties, and no boards less than 
1-inch thick should be used. The 
diagram herewith shows how to 
put the boards together and pro­ 
vide brackets to support the box, 
where needed. 
Think of the plant box as a 
decoration of the house. It should 
be painted to m atch the house 
color or trim . The flowers should 
be chosen to furnish a contrast­ 
ing, yet harmonious color ac­ 
cent. There is a wealth of suit­ 
able varieties from which to 
choose. 
Rich potting soil, m ust be used 
for window boxes. Because there 
is so little of It to feed the 
flowers, it should be well fer­ 
tilized. 
For annual flowers, at least six 
hours of sun a day is necessary 
and this requires a south expo­ 
sure. The best subjects are those 
of dwarf or trailing habit, the 
latter drooping festoons of bloom 
from the boxes. Petunias of the 
balcony type are excellent, as 
are the tall nasturtium s, 
the 
giant morning glories. Dwarf pe­ 
tunias, marigolds, ageratum , cal­ 
liopsis, 
annual 
pinks, 
lobelia, 
dw arf morning glories, phlox, 
and zinnias can be grown. 
Boxes which spend m ost of the 
day in shade offer a special 
problem. If the shade is that of 
a building, perhaps only foliage 
plants can be grown.
